Federal, provincial 
and municipal reps 
celebrate projects

PELHAM - In a triple photo opportunity, politicians 
from three governments celebrated a trio of shared 
Pelham infrastructure projects last week. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn, Ontario Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing Jim Bradley, and Niagara West- 
Glanbrook MP Dean Allison held a shovel stood in front 
of construction equipment and cut a ribbon. 

The shovel “turned the sod” on a $3.5 million revitaliza¬ 
tion of downtown Fonthill. 

The heavy equipment stood beside a storm sewer 
trench part the ongoing $5.7-million reconstruction of 
Haist St. 

The ribbon cutting officially opened nine rebuilt 
playgrounds throughout Pelham. A $1.1 million project 
financed equally by the federal, provincial and municipal 
governments. 

Augustyn said the infrastructure grants “have turned 
years of waiting into months of action.” 

He called it an unprecedented investment of $12.6 mil¬ 
lion in Pelham, the largest grants the town has ever seen 
and the second highest per capita grants in the region,

W e’re seeing candidates’ names 
going up the election board at 
town hall. 

So for, there are races for mayor and for 
two town council seats in each of Ward 
1 and Ward 2. All seven town council 
incumbents and our regional councillor 
have put forward their names. Coun. 
Sharon Cook is taking on Mayor Dave 
Augustyn for the mayor's chair. 

It's a healthy sign for a community 
when all its elected leaders say they have 
the interest and the energy to try for 
another term. It shows they are confident 
in what they’ve accomplished and see 
they have more to contribute. 

From a bystander’s point of view, this 
is fascinating because of a change in the 
length of terms for office that began in 
2006. The mayor, town councillor, regional 
councillor and various school board 
representatives are finishing their first 
four-year stretch. When you look ahead, 
four years is a maj or commitment of time 
taking a representative away from family, 
friends and other interests. 

We have a second positive aspect in 
addition to incumbents standing again. 
Talented newcomers, at least newcomers 
to municipal office, have entered 
council races. That's a healthy sign for the 
community. Potential candidates have 
until Friday, Sept 10, to file nomination 
papers. So, expect to see more line up for 
the Monday, Oct 25 vote. 

With the incumbents and challengers 
taking their places, we need a third piece 
for a successful election.Will enough 
residents vote on election day to make the 
process respectable? 

For communities similar to Pelham - 
10,000 to 25,000 population range - the 
provincial average was 42.2%. Pelham had 
a 48% turnout Now is the time to change 
the trend. Municipal government affects 
your daily life—roads, sidewalks, water, 
sewer, parks, property taxes. Talk to your 
candidates and cast your vote.

N o one can live without water. We 
like to think we’re blessed with 
an abundance of clean water in 
Canada, but we really don’t have a much 
larger sustainable supply of water than 
most places.

We can only sustainably use the 
amount that runs off on land. What we do 
to the environment—and not just to the 
water itself — affects everything from the 
amount of water we have to the quality of 
our water supplies. 

Climate change is already having a 
tremendous impact on water supplies, 
shrinking glaciers and causing more 
frequent droughts and flooding. 

It’s an issue Canada’s provincial 
premiers must contend with when they 
meet in Winnipeg for the Council of 
the Federation from Aug. 4 to 6. The 
premiers plan to discuss the state of 
our country’s freshwater supplies and 
the impact climate change is having on 

A Senate committee report from 2005, 
Water in the West: Underpressure, puts 
the issue in perspective: "Climate change 
means that precipitation is becoming 
less reliable, and more of it is expected to 
come as rain rather than as snow. What 

likely to be more big storms and more 
severe droughts.” 

The report, which was based on expert 
testimony, also notes that summer flows 
in many Alberta rivers are down by about 
40% from where they were a century ago. 

It’s not just a matter of less available 
water. As John Carey of Environment 
Canada notes in the report: “When we 
talk about climate variability we mean 
less rainfall overall in many areas, but 
the rain that does come will fall in 
intense events.” 

Dr. Carey states that “what we will face 
is too much water and too litde water 
— too much in specific times and too 
little most of the time. We are saying that 
prairie droughts will be more persistent, 
and climate change may increase floods 
in durafion and severity.” 

We’ve seen a clear example of this with 
the devastating prairie floods this spring

United Way board of direc¬ 
tors president John Nicol said 
a highlight under the new 
plan will be creating better 
relationships with donors and 
convince them the dollars they 
donate are being put to good 
use in the community.

The United Way will allocate 


$469,900 this year to 30 com¬ 
munity and service groups and 
agencies. Of that money, 55% 
goes to programs that support 
health and wellness, 35% to 
food and shelter groups and 
10 % to programs such as sex¬ 
ual-assault prevention.

With another school year fast approaching, 
parents reflect on how fast their child is growing and 
how they will one day go to college or university rather 
than the bus stop at the end of the street. Many 
parents also start to worry about the rising costs 
associated with post-secondary education and how 
they will ever afford to pay the tuitions for their child. 

With this in mind, I thought it was appropriate to focus 
this month's financial article on a government- 
registered, tax-sheltered product that doesn’t include 
the word "retirement" in its title; the Registered 
Education Savings Plan, or RESP. Simply put, a 
Registered Education Savings Plan is a special 
government regulated savings plan that helps you and 
your family start saving now for your child’s education 
after high school. But the RESP is no ordinary savings 

First a bit of background. The RESP \ 
on January 1,1972, as a savings plan tl 
deposits to grow tax-free until the sponsored child i 
to college or university. However, the RESP gained 
much more notoriety when, in 1998, the Government of 
Canada launched the Canada Education Savings 
Grant (CESG), which gave a 20% rebate on funds (up 
to $400 each year) on the first $2,000 contributed to 
the RESP. -me CESG was enhanced in 2004 for low- 
income families by increasing the refund 30% to 40% 
on the first $500 contributed to an RESP. 

How does an RESP work? Each child named as a 
beneficiary of a Registered Education Savings Plan 
can benefit with up to $50,000 in contributions over the 
life of the plan. The child can get benefits totaling of as 
much as $7,200 in rebates over the life of the plan. 

There is no limit to the annual contribution, however 
the government will only rebate on the first $2,500 
deposited each year, placing the saving grant directly 
into the same plan. In order to get the full benefit of

ntario could exceed $130,000

to open an RESP for your child as soon as 
possible. And tuition fees are not the only cost 
associated with post-secondary education. A 
common misconception is that RESP money 
can only be used for tuition. This is not the case, 
as RESP money can be used on residence fees, 
textbooks, and any other costs associated with 
the education. In order to withdraw funds the 
beneficiary must be able to provide a proof of

information provided to you prior to opening an 
RESP for you child or children so you know all
